Warned by friends and Chief of Police 
Leeper that threats had been made 
against his life, Ferrell was evidently 
prepared when Kuchs

drew their guns and bystanders say 
that they began to fire simultaneously, 
a fusillade of bullets penetrating the 
room. 
Kuchs' aim proved the more 


accurate and his victim-staggered in- 
to the- crowd that was watching the 
football rally on Commercial

Deserted by his wife last Thursday 


when it is alleged she went to live at 
the William Tell house with Ferrell, 
Kuchs Is said to have told the gambler 
that he would have to leave R-ono, and 
when the latter replied that if he de- 
parted he would take Mrs. Kuchs with 


took up the hunt for the alleged de- 
spoiler.

Kuchs was wounded in 
the 


arm. and he grabbed Ferrel by 
the 


lapel of his coat, drawing him for- 
ward, and at the same time boring 
two shots into his abdomen. Ferre* 
was probably dazed after the first 
shot, and he fired five times indiscrim- 
inately, only slightly wounding his as- 


ilant. 
With his body riddled with bullets, 


•ferrell expired on the ground in front 
of the saloon where the shooting oc- 
curred, and In vain hope of saving his 
life, a cab was called and he was re- 
moved to thc People's hospital. PhyM- 
cians examined the stiffened form and 
pronounced him dead. 


Although the Palace was almost 


deserted u.t the time of the shooting, 
four men were injured by the missiles 
that rained about them. Herbert Mc- 
Colloch, city mat-shall of Spencer, was 
severely wounded in the left leg. and 
;us a result the limb may have to be 
amputated; JS. II. Light, a capitalist, 
received a slight wound in thc'right 
leg; Cliff Denson, nephew of Governo;

May Imprison Debtors

¥T will surprise many people to know that un- 
* 
der the Illinois statutes it is possible to. im- 


prison a citizen for debt, and the people who sell 
goods on the installment plan, and others, tike 
every advantage of it. The Illinois constitution 
declares that "No person shall be imprisoned 
for debt unless upon refusal to deliver up his 
estate for the benefit of his creditors in such man- 
ner as shall be prescribed by law, or in case where 
there is a strong presumption of fraud." 


By the terms of the law which was passed in 


compliance with this clause of the constitution, 
the debtor, when he has been arrested and im- 
prisoned, must either satisfy his creditor's claim 
or sue out a writ of habeas corpus and show that 
he has no way of paying it. The limit of im- 
prisonment is set at six months. 
It is perfectly 


obvious that the law opens the way to many hard"- 
ships for unfortunate debtors.
